NOTHING MORE TO DOSE.

MORE SCANDAL 
FOR BASEBALL. 


Hot Char, 

Intimation that Recent Came 
Was “Thrown.” 


Switched Pitchers Failed to 
Bring Victory. 


(BY A FP. NIGHT WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, Sept. 4.—President 
William Veeck of the Chicago Na- 
tional League baseball club issued & 
statement this afternoon saying he 
was advised last Tuesday afternoon, 
prior to the game with Philadelphia, 
that it was “fixed” for Philadelphia 
te win. 

Mr. Veeck gave out copies of six 
telegrams received from Detroit, 
Cleveland and Chicago prior to the 
game, all reporting that it was 
“fixed” and that thousands of dol- 
lats were being wagered on Phila- 
delphia by Chicago “sharps.” 

ne of the telegrams named a 
Chicago player, whose name was 
withheld by Mr. Veeck for the pres- 


ent. 

Claude Hendrix was slated to pitch 
Tuesday if the four first-string 
pitchers had been used their 
regular order. Manager Fred Mitch- 
ell, however, sent in Grover Cleve- 
land Alexander and Mr. Veeck said 
today that Alexander was offered a 
$500 Lonus if he won the game. 
Philadelphia won 3 to 0. 

Mr. Veeck said he would appoint 
a committee of three Chicago base- 
ball writers to conduct an independ- 
ent investigation, and wanld give 
them money to employ detectives. 

“If the charges are proved we will 
drive the gulity players out of bhase- 
ball, even though it shatter the Cub’s 
team,”’ Mr. Veeck declared. 

Mr. Veeck’s s‘atement follows: 

“The charge thet there were 
‘fixed’ players on the Chicago Na- 
tional League baseball team in the 
game against Philadelphia last Tues- 
day came as no surprise to me. If 
T have any regret at their publica- 
tion at this time it is merely that 
investigations which were being 
made might te hampered thrpugh 
their advanced publicity. 

“On last Tuesday, August 31, about

Tomorrow Afternoon. 
Scotch Picnic at Eagle Rock to 
be All-Day Affair. 


Caledonian Club picnic. 10 a.m.

The Lafayette Day celebration. at 
which Los Angeles will pay tribute 
to the memory of the great French 
patriot and observe the anniversary 
of the first victory of the Marne in 
1914, will head the list of celebra- 
tions and outings in and around the 
city tomorrow.

LONDON, Aug. 12.—Of the many 
beautiful women who attended the 
two royal courts recently held by 
the King and Queen at Buckingham 
Palace, none attracted more admir- 
ing attention than Grace, Lady 
Newborough, always acknowledged 
as being one of the handsomest of 
American peeresses. 

It seems strange, indeed, to have 
to speak of Lady Newborough as the 
Dowager Baroness of her title, that 
designation being generally asso- 
with old age. Her Laedyship, 
on the contrary, keeps the appear- 
ance of youth, despite the fact that 
it is twenty years since “first she 
came to England as a lovely young 
bride.

They are also located on im- 
proved streets, eo that all costs of 
improvements are covered in the 
purchase price of the houses and do 
not crop up unexpectedly later in the 
form of special taxes. 
The selling price of the hotvses 
ranges from $5500 to $8900. These 
prices have been made possible, ac- 
cording to the association, only by 
instituting the most rigid economies 
in the buying of land and in bulld- 
ing. Whenever poassibic, land was 
bought on etreets which had been 
improved before the war, for which 
the association pald $25 a front 
foot. Butliding materials have been 
bought tn huge quantities and at 
cash, 60 as to take advan of all 
possible discounts. While t asso- 
clation acts as & genera] contractor 
and sublets most of the ftteme of 
construction, it handles ite own car- 
nter work, thereby effecting a sav 
ine of 36 per cent on the lowest 
contract price. 
The scheme of payment calls for 
10 per cent cash on the price of the 
house end the balance in ten or 
twelve years. On the ten-year plan 
the purchaser pays $11.85 per year 
on every thousand of the selling 
price, after the 10 per cent cash pay- 
ment hase been deducted. On the 
twelve-year plan, he pays $9.85 per 
$1000 of debt. The aasociation wil! 
not permit a man to invest more 
than 27 per cent of his monthly tn- 
come in one of their houses—a fea- 
ture of the transaction which is 
clearly specified tn the deed. 
“We figure that a man can easily 
spare 20 per cent*of his income for 
rent,” says Mr. Cunliff, “and 10 per 
cent for a good investment. If he 
spends more than this on a home, 
the payments are apt to prove a 
strain, and he is likely ultimately to 
prove a bad risk.”

Opposed to Prohibition, but 
‘Stern Toward Vice. 


Controversy in England is 
_ Becoming Bitter. 

What Protector Declared is 
Freely Quoted. 


BY HAYDEN CHURCH. 

(SPECIAL FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE } 

LONDON, Aug. 15.—"Oliver Crom- 
well to Prohibitionists” ig the head- 
ing of a monster poster to be sven 
on billboards — or “hoardings,” as 
they are called here—all over Lon- 
don. This poster is the lates: of 
many which have been put out by 
the brewing and distilling imterests 
eo Great Britain, by whom money 
ia Leing spent freely in varfbus torns 
of “anti-pussyfoot" propaganda. 

The Cfomwellian message quoted 
certainly would appear to indicate 
that the Protector was a “wet:" at 
all events that was opposed to 
prohibition. Addressed in 1650 to the 
Governor of Edinburgh Castle, it 
reads thus’ 

“Your pretended fear lest errer 
should step in is like the man who 
would keep all wine out cf the coun- 
try lest men rhould ‘ drun* It 
wil; be found a. unjust awl unw'se 
fea.ousy to deny a man ine liberty 
he has by nature upon a supp stiien 
thar he may ‘abuse it. 

“When he doth it, judge.” 

Naturally, the British advocates 


misrepresents Cromwell's attitude 
toward the Demon Hum. and are 
atle to bring fairly convincing evi- 
dence to prove this. To both Ameri- 
can “wets” and “drys” the contro- 
versy that is now raging auent this 
subject may be of some slight in- 
terest. 

In a letter to the press the Rev. 
P. W. Newland, a leading temper- 
ance ‘reformer and the author of a 


4 well-known Life of Cromwell, points 


out that the message from the Pro- 
tector quoted in the brewors’ puster 
in a few lines from a letter which 
Cromwell wrote to the Guverprur of 
Edinburgh Castle in December, 
1650. “One sentence, withuut the 
context,” he writes, “is taken from 
a lengthy epistie. The letter is an 
earnest plea for freedom in preach- 
ing, in opposition to the extreme big- 
otry of some of the Scotch Covenant- 
ers. For the brewers to placard it 
is somewhat audacious, for it is no- 
torious that they have been 1: nwill- 
in® for the advocates of prohibition 
to get a fair hearing.” 

But this not all Wheat was 
Cromwell's attitude towards drink- 
ing in his day? It is easily agcer- 
tained Five years afterward the 
freat protector appointed his twelve 
gerersise and in September, 
1656, he declared in Parliament 
that this etep “had been more ef- 
fectuai the discontinuance 
of vice and the sottling of religion 
than anything which had been 
done for fifty yeare.”

With Melodic Themes.

Orchestra Director.

A score of years ago Lewis Stone 
played the lead tn “The Concert” at 
the Mason Theater, and Victor 
Schertzinger conducted the orches- 
trea. Last week Schertzinger was 
engaged as director of the Goldwyn 
film production from the stage play, 
and Lewis Stone is to take the lead.

MOSSES GATHERED 
BY A ROLLING STONE.

Twenty years ago I was engaged 


m in law practice in Honolulu. Unto 


me one day came & sea captain 
named Rosehill whe told me that 
while trading tn the South Pacific 


crew, claiming the 


the United States. He 


said he bullt a cabin and de- 
posited therein a year's supply of 
provisiona, and left on the island 
one of his crew, who was content 
te remain there wi his common- 
law wife—a dusky Dulcinea of the 
Caroline Islands. Rosehill had sent 
his claim as discoverer of the is- 
land to the Secretary of State, by 
whom it was duly red-taped and de- 
posited in the archives of the State 
Department, where it had slept for 
nearly a year, awaiting the trump 
of some resurrecting angel. 

I accepted employment as the Ga- 
briel of the occasion. I pre an 
application in conformity with th 
guane act of Congress in behalf 
Andrew Rosehill, for the right to 
remove the guano desposits from 
Marous Island, as the atoll had been 
named. 


‘lhe application was granted. We 
organized a corporation entitled 
“the. Marcus Island Guane Com- 
pany.” to which Rosehill assigned 
the franchise which had been grant- 
ed him by the United States to re- 
move the guano deposits on Marcus 


ught a staunch schooner of 
100 tons’ bufden and loaded her with 
tools, provisions and supplies. We 
employed an assayer, and purthased 
an assaying outfit, so as to be abie 
to test the guano déeposita. We gave 
passage to the island to «a biologist 
sent by the Bishop Museum ‘to e.- 
plore the fauna, Gora and bird life 
of the island. We shipped a dou- 
ble crew, go as to be able to leave 
workers on the island, and, learn- 
ing a few days before the Julia E. 
Whalen—as our schooner was nameJ 
—nalled, thet there were Japanesoa 
fishermen on the island who were 
snar! and skinning our guano 
birds r thelr feathers, we placed 
On board a case of Mauser rifles and 
hundred rounds of ammuni- 

n. 

We never learned whether guano 
was on the island or not. The vigi- 
lant Japanese Consul at Honolwiv 
wired to the Japanese Minister at 
Washington a full account of our 
proceedings, which we were so [:- 
discreet as not to conceal. That 
functionary cabled in turn to Yeddo 
and the government of the Mikado 
made ready a war vessel to send 
to Marcus Island to prevent ile 
landing of our party. The Japa- 
inister also Induced ovr Se-- 
retary of State to cable our Minister 
in Japan to send a communication 
by the Japanese war vessel to Capt. 
Resehili, directing him not to offer 
any resistance to the Japanese 3u- 
thorities. but to leave the island if 
the Japs demanded, and assuring 
him that the United States would 
protect his rights through diplomatic 
channele 
When Rosehill ruached the island 
he found @ Japanese frigate an- 
chored in the bay. Accompanied by 
the assayer and two sallors, he went 
ashore, and was met at the landing 
place by a Japanese officer and «ix- 
teen marines. The Japanese officcr 
presented to Rosehill the order of 
our Secretary of State directing him 
to withdraw from the island. Then 
he pointed.with his enickersee to 
the American schooner anchored ia 
the bay, with a limp Stars and 
Stripes drooping from her masthea! 
with the dejected droop of the tali 
of a downhearted dog. and 
‘These unworthy subjeets of bis 
mightiness the Mikado of Japan ar« 


distressed by your  prescace. it 
makes it necessary, therefore, that 
your excellency go on vf your 


worthy little ship and sil away 


pressive. Nothing lke & 
curred since ths expulsion 
Acadians from Nova Scctia. Tt needs 
a new Longfellow. to write a new 
Evangeline to 4 it. In the 
foreground was the wrathful 
hill and his three companions. Fac- 
ing them was the representative of 
the Mikado and nes. 
Japanese officer, to his credit 
be it sald, hed on a pair of pante- 
loons. The sixteen marines were 
breechiess and barefooted, and ve- 
hind the marines was a crowd of 
the bird skinnersa, clothed, ike Go- 
diva, mainly in their chastity. 

“Now look here.” sald Rosehill. 
“L am going because my own fcov- 
@rnment bids mie to do 80; and as 
for you and vour gane of breech- 
clouted lubbers, and the crowd of 
bird-skinning sons of female dogs 
behind them, I would engage to 
come ashore with my crew, armed 
only with belaying pins and drive 
the whole damned lot of you into 
the sea.” 

Thus delivering himself Rosehill 
boarded his schooner and returned 
to Honelulu empty handed. 

The Marcus Island Guane Com- 
pany presented its case to the State 
Department with a view of obtain- 
ing the promised relief “through 
diplomatic channels.” But our gov- 
ernment hed a fieet of islands in 
the Philippines, and took no inter- 
est in procuring another island and 
our Secretary of State did nothing 
in the premises. 

When Andrew Rosehill, an Amer- 
jean citizen, went upon an wunin- 
habited and unclaimed island in 
the Pacific Ocean, claimed it for 
the United States, posted a notice of 
the claim on a tree and ieft the 
American fiying there, and an 
American citizen living there: and 
when the United States accepted the 
acquisition by recording the claim 
in the archieves of its State De- 
partment, then under the law of 
nations the right of sovereignty of 
he United States over Marcus Is- 

nd became as vested and as per- 
fect as it ie over the Aleutian or the 
Hawalian Islands. 

Months after our title was per- 
fected the Japanese sovernment, 
upon the basis of the acts of Japa- 
nese fishermen who landed on the 
island and tore down the American 
flag. issued a notice that it had an- 
nexed Marcus Island to the Bonire 
group. $00 miles distant. And when 
the Japanese government was in- 
formed by cable of the sailing of 
Rosehill'’s schooner from Honolulu 
with a crew. whose purpose was to 
work, the the guano deposits on the

say now: “Certainly my dears

and then trust to diplomacy & 


land, it informed the United States 
that it owned Marcus Island, and 
without submitting any evidence eof 
such ownership and without diplo- 
matic, or other negotiation, that it 
was about to dispatch a war vessel 
te the island to prevent any Amer- 
leans from landing there. 

It would seem to a mind un- 
trained in the viles of diplomacy 
that the proper course for our gcov- 
ernment to have pursued would 
have been to cable this strutting 
turkey cock of the Asiatic walk that 
it would dispatch several war ves- 
sels to Marcus Island, with direc- 
tions to blow out of the water any 
Japanese ship whose officers might 
attempt to interfere with the land- 
ing of an American citizen upon an 
American isiand. 

Of late years we fave demon- 
strated in our war with Germany 
the willingness and the ability of 
the United States to protect its cit- 
izens. But it was different at the 
beginning of the century. Then, al- 
though our flag fluttered over «a 
continent and environing seas, it 
fluttered like the splendid tail of a 
lone turkey cock strutting across an 
uncontested lawn. And if another 
turkey cock jumped over the fence 
and contested our right of way did we 
say, “Come on Macduff. his is

STOCKHOLM, Aug. 27.—Not even 
in the most earnest days of the Com- 
mittee on Public Information in the 
United States, when propaganda of 
every possible kind was being thrust 
down the throats of the American 
people, was the effort more desper- 
ate than that which is now being 
made in Russia by the soviet gov- 
ernment to convince the entire Rus- 
sian popylation that the soviet idea 
is accurate. Motion pictures are be- 
ing used, but very badly; newspa- 
pers are being used with ‘more skill; 


pamphiets of al] sorts are being is- 
sued and the new soviet schools are 
being very generally utilized. 

It is impossible, it has been said, 
for a Russian child or Russian 
moujik—many men and women of 
past middie age are in attendance 
at these soviet schools—to learn to 
read except by study of propagan- 
dist literature issued by the soviets.

USE CHILDREN. 


One of the media for the utiliza- 
tion of the theater is the children. 
In the cities, especially in Petro- 
grad, a large mass of trained chil- 
Gren is available from which to 
choose caste, because it is the aim of 
the present government to see to it 
that every child in the capita! shal! 
get a three-months training in the 
school. In the alumni it is hoped 
that at the end of the year the 
soviets will have a large mass of 
jJuveniie actors and actresses to 
choose from for the establishment 
of permanent companies. I have 
been informed by some who have 
watched the work of the children in 
these schools 
amazing talent. 

As apart of the training is de- 
voted to dancing and other exercises 
which will stimulate grace and de- 


velop the body,—the little ones 


getting a physical as well as a men- 
tal benefit from the work. Probably 
today there are no such child 
dancers in the world as are to be 
found in these schools in Petrograd. 


Every Thursday afternoon the, 


largest theater in the capital is de- 
voted to the child performers and 
usually the audiences are very 
largely made up of other children— 
those who have been under training 
or those who to be under train- 
ing. Now note the character of the 
entertainment offered. 

The stage is set for a great ban- 
quet and around the table are 


crowded guests of high degree, 
clad in esilke, satins and veivetse. It 
is laden with counterfeit dainties of 
a kind which the children never see 
in actuality, but at the mere stage 
imitations of which their eyes gaze 
with a certain pathetic greediness. 


The silke and satins which are used 
in the dresses have been taken from ' 
the loot of the bourgeois homes. 
There is great eloquence among the 
mimic guests. 

At one side of the room sits a sorry 
looking servant who watches all this 
gaiety with sad and hungry eyes. It 
ia he, it develops, who has cooked al! 
the wonderful dishes which are upon 
the banquet table, but althongh he 
has devoted his life to the prepara- 
tion of such things he never once 
has beem permitted to taste one of 
them. 


His character is developed into a 
symbol of that which the Bolshevist 
leaders claim to heave been the lot 
of the Russian peasantry, producing 
everything, as they say, but permit- 
ted to consume nothing. In the song 
which he sings he says that while he 
has served faithfully all his life he 
has been rewarded by his master 
with nothing but jeers and blows. 
Some of the tatter he explains have 
been sharp point of a 
sword. 

ENEMY COMES. 

As the happy guests are singing 
later a messenger brings consterfha- 
tion to them with the news that the 
enemy is approaching Petrograd. 
As soon as this arrives the master of 
the house goes off stage and returns 
with a sword which he hands to 
the servant who has been singing and 
orders him to take it out and use it 
against the enemies of the house- 
hold. As he does this he also gives 
the servant food which he tells him 
to eat in order that he may have 
strength to fight for his master. 

The servant takes the food and 
buckles on the sword, but says it 
is the first time his master has ever 
given him anything good and that 
he gives it only because he is going 
out to be killed. He goes, however, 
and the guests sing merrily. 

In the next scene the servant is 
shown after he has gone to meet the 
enemy. In this scene the soldiers 
of both armies compare their ex- 
periences and find that all have 
suffered in about the same way. They 
have been oppressed, abused, haif 
starved, kept alive only bécausge of 
the service which they coujd render 
to their masters. Here nearly all 
the Bolshevist arguments are intro- 
duced and those which are not in- 
troduced are suggested. It is a 
“down with the classes!” “up with 
the massess!"’ scene. 

Presently, foregathering, the 
soldiers shout together: 

“Why should we fight against each 
other? Our masters are our real 
enemies. The workers of al! nations 
are friends.” 

Here it develops that there are in 
the army Englishmen, Frenchmen, 
Cermans, Belgians, Italians, Amert- 
cans. Having discussed the matter 
of their wrongs at some length they 
decide that they will make common 
cause. They fraternize, shake 
hands, dance together, decide that 
thereafter all shall be brothers. 
They have been the downtrodden 
tools of the bourgeosie, but they will 
be that no longer. 

This prepares the mind of the au- 
dience for that which of course must 
follow. In the last scene the servant 
goes back to the home of his old 
master, but he takes with him many 
»>f his new comrades. In the old 
home the company ie etill feasting. 
They have been over-eating, over- 
drinking, over-indulging in every 
way in which it is possible at a din- 
ner. 

He reports to his old master ex- 
actly what has occ and the 
master is not much mo horrified 
by this than by the new «ep which 
hie servant displays. In a grief- 
stricken voice he cries: “Why, oh 
why. couldn't you have remained «a 
fool a few years longer—at least un- 
til T had gone into my grave!” .

GROWING UP IN OHIO 
TO BE PRESIDENT. 


BY EYE WITNESS. 


eighteenth and early nineteenth cen- 
turies the Hardinge and the Coxes 
were alwavea pioneering, always push- 
ing on, and one caught an echo of 
that pioneer urge in Nominee Hard- 
ing’s speech of acceptance, in the 
paragraph where he expends a bit 
on Alaska, “rich in resources beyond 
all imagination” and destined, as he 
put it, “to a foremost position as a 
commonwealth rugged in citizenship 
and rich in materialized resources.” 

In Charles the First's reign John 
and Richard Harding—like the othes 
Puritans half pushed and half push- 
ing out of England—joined the Piy- 
mouth colony in Massachusetts tof 
years after the Pligrims had founded 
it. Their descendants pushed on into 
Connecticut and then into New York 
and then into the Wyeming Valiey in 
northeastern Pennsylvania, where 
seven Hardings perished in the 
dreadful masaecre of July 3, 1778, 
which Campbell sang tn the highly 
ornamented prosody of “Gertrude of 
Wyoming.” 

Then came the slow opening up of 
the Ohio wilderness as a result of that 
Congressional ordinance of which 
Daniel Weoeter said that he doubted 
whether ‘one singie law of any law. 
giver, ancient or modern,” had prwe 
dpeoed effecta more “aistinct, marked, 
and lasting,” and again the Hardinges 
—a~and the oxes, too—pushed on, set- 
tling thie timé on the enots where 
Warren Harding and James Cox 
were to be born and grow wp. 

The Senator's great-great-crand- 
father, Amos, the one who married 
Tory Tryon’s granddaughter, was 
the fireat Harding to come into Ohio, 


and he amply did his bit toward 
peopling the new national domain 
He had eighteen children—twelve 


sone and six daughters, and passed 
Into the country histories as “the 
patriarch.” He must have been we!l! 
on in life when he made the ereat 
trek into the Ohio wilderness in 1818, 
for he had granasons then, and with 
him out of that Wyoming Valiey of 


tragical memories came his son 
Mordecai.

and brother in 1821. The next yeer 
saw the coming of sons Salmon E. 
and George Tryon Harding. In or- 
der to readily identify an outstanding 
man of the multitudinous Harding 
line you wil! have to think of “leorge 
as wnorse-and-Hridle ip 
memory of that christen'ng present 
he dia not cet.

To the eye of the experienced me- 
chanio or engineer no single feature 
of the early types of internal com- 
bustion motor seems more odd than 
the pistons used in the engines of 
two decades ago. Apparently they 
were built with the single idea of 
making them enormously strong. 
The small-bore motor was virtually 
unknown twenty years ago and the 
pistons of the one and two-cylinder 
cars of those days are something to 
marvel at for size and weight. 

“It @i4 not take many years for 
engineers to realize that the huge, 
heavy piston was extremely hard 
upon the bearing surfaces of the 
crankshaft and connecting rod. Fur- 
thermore, they began to do a little 
figuring as to the energy required te 
stop and start the piston at the end 
of each stroke, and, as a conse- 
quence, they began an earnest 
search for lighter pistons,” says T. 
A. Tibbot, sales manager of the 
Western Motors Company, Kissel dis- 
tributors. 

“The use of the small-bore, long- 
stroke motor was a great step in 
this direction, for the smaller cylin- 
Ger lessened freatly the size and 
weight of the piston. But the search 
of the engineers still continued, and, 
with the development of light but 
exteremely strong aluminum alloys, 
it was thought that the question of 
piston material was solved. The 
aluminum piston was widely adopted 
and did possess the merits of ex- 
treme lightness and adequate 
strength. 

“But Kissel designers have used 
in their _custom-bullt six a piston of 
gray cast iron, made by them espe- 
clally according to their own design. 
They have achieved a very light pis- 
ton, yet a very strong design, rein- 
forced with webs of metal. The top 
of the piston is highly polished. mak- 
ing it almost impossible for carbon 
to collect on its surface. It is just 


an example of the care which Kissel 
designers have everywhere exhibited 
in the construction of their car.”

$3.75 per day. Therefore, the pur- 
chase of car back in 1903 would have 
represented sixteen month's wages 
for the carpenter. 

SEVEN YEARS LATER. 

“Geven years later, suppose we 
compere again. The carpenter's 
wages have risen to $4 per day, but 
the average price of a car is a trifle 
higher than it was in 1903. In 1919 
the average car cost $1471, so that 
ithe purchase of a car would still rep- 
resent for the carpenter fifteen and 
one-half month's income. 

“In 1914, prices of American anu- 
tomobiles hit the lowest mark ever 
recorded, and wages had risen slight- 
ly, too. The carpenter was getting 
$4.12% per’ day, so that the average 
car would only cost him nine and 
three-eigahths months of labor. 

“In 1919, with the prices of all 
commodities skyrocketing, the price 
of the average car had climbed back 
te $1103. But the carpenter's union 
wage had climbed actively, too. In-

INFLUENCING FACTORS. 

Temperature. A difference of 5 or 6 per 
cent in kill has been noted between the il- 
luminated and shaded parts of a tree during 
sunshine fumigation and, at temperatures 
below 60 deg., there is a marked falling off 
in efficiency with the liquid gas- method, 
while with the cyanofumer good work was 
done at forty. Higher temperatures render 
the insects more active as well as increasing 
the penetration of the gas, which probabiy 
accounts for the better results. 
- Cover Crops. With the liquid gas method 
the factor of cover crops hag been found to 
be of the utmost importance. Trouble is 
always experienced in fumigating orchards 
having heavy cover crops, as in getting the 
tents close to the ground extra “kicking in” 
is necessary. With the new method the 
amount of gas escaping is somewhat larger 
and very frequently the gas is solidifidd and 
caught by the cover crop in front of the 
discharge nozzle, preventing the rapid va- 
porization which is essential for successful 
fumigation.

There are pheasants, thousands 
of them, parrots of rare lineage, cucka- 
toos of distinguished ancestry, parakeets,

Mr. Rabb established this pet stock farm 
last year, having come from Marmot, Ore., 
where, in the shadow of Mt. Hood, he 
launched forth some four years ago into his 
‘Wpusual business. In the northern State 
Mr. Rabb started to raise pets as a hobby, 
then got into the thing so deep that now, 
he says, it would be almost impossible for 
him to get out, at least on short notice. He 
sends representatives to India, Borneo, 
The Philippines and other oriental countries 
searching for birds of rare form and plu- 
mage for American homes and country 
estates. He has standing commissions 
from numerous wealthy persons to procure 
for them unusual denizens of the forests of 
Asia and the East Indies. This stock is 
brought to Inglewood and acclimated before 
being shipped to various parts of the coun- 
try for Installation in aviaries or release in 
game preserves. 

“I find that my present‘ocation is easily 
the best for the acclimating of these ani- 
mals from various climates and altitudes,” 
says Mr. Rabb. The baby pheasant, for 
example, is like a young turkey, very vul- 
nerable to damp and exposure. Our loss of 
chicks here does not begin to compare with 
that in the Northwest. The farm here in 
Inglewood will be expanded.

DISPASSIONATE survey of the re 
cently ended life of Mary Augusta 
Arnold, wife of Humphry Ward, re- 
veals the fact that in an intellectual 
sense, it revolved about the subjects dis- 
cussed and analzyed in “Robert Elsmere” 
and later reconsidered in “Helsbeck of Ban- 
nisdale” and “Eleanor.” 

Mrs. Ward has wisely said that mastery 
of the art of novel writing is conditioned 
upon a clear understanding of the fact that 
it is a kind of intellectual short hand. The 
impressions and experiences which are 
needed or comprehension of the author's 
argument must pre-exist in the reader's con- 
sciousness, and be skilifully appealed to by 
the writer if the effect aimed at is to be 
produced. The few readers who are “of 
imagination all compact” are easily reached, 
but in most cases tontinuous suggestion or 
reference to what is already known, is neces- 
sary.

In commenting on the above, I submit 
this extract from a letter from an English- 
woman, who has iived many years in India: 

“I wonder if people, when they are asked 
to contribute generously to foreign medical 
missions and such like funds, know what 
the effect of their generosity will be? Does 
anyone realize, that, before we came with 
our civilization. and its methods of living 
and eating, with their attendant ills, the na:
